The lowest tender 
came from another builder, 
who was awarded the con. 
tract and commenced work 
approximately six months 
ago. He got into financial 
difficulties with other works 
and could not proceed with 
the construction of the Pier 
Street corner. 

Mr. Weaver said he plans 
to commence building on 
January 18 and the shops 
should be completed within 
six months.

ONE TOWN, ONE PEOPLE, 
ONE SPIRIT 


One town, one people and one spirit— 
not exactly a slogan but certainly a high 
ideal for Altona. . 

An ideal which can be created but not 
by wishful thinking. 

Common ideas are essential. 

In common with citizens’ elsewhere 
people here have interests in the welfare of 
themselves and their families.” ie 

The real progress of the. Shire depends 
on how far they in addition have an instinc- 
tive interest in. Altona. ies 

Altona is not one town and one people. 
At one time it. was, in the earlier times when 
settlement ‘was largely. confined south of 
Kororoit. Creek. Since then the growth of 
Altona North'and East has built up a large 
community which has hot enough: in: com- 
mon with the ‘southern part of Altona... 

There are insufficient centralising fac- 
tors. Altona North folk pay their rates in 
Civic Parade but-that is for many. the only 
connection with Altona below -the creek. 
Sport, church and. social life go on independ- 
antly. Certain housewives shop in Pier Street, 
others in Millers Road or the Circle or other 
shopping areas. 

There is no royal road to a greater unity 
in Altona but any factors which could develop 
it should be considered. . 

The Shire President, Cr. J. J. Ginifer, 
has emphasised the need.” The Altona Shire 
Council has the responsibility to do all it 
can to reduce the’ present disunity. There 
is, however, no physical centre of the Shire 
to where all interests would gravitate. On 
the contrary the desirable policy of the suc- 
ceeding councils in providing amenities for 
all sections of the Shire has had a decen- 
tralising effect. ; ‘ 

The suggestion of a public centre (hall, 
swimming pool, etc.) at the most accessable 
place in Millers Road has much to commend 
it. : 

Organisation such as Rotary, Apex and 
the Chamber of Commerce can be most 
effective if. they are really Altona minded. 

Altona is large enough to be more ac- 
tive culturally: Surely our neighbour, Wil- 
liamstown, has no monopoly. 

Whatever is attempted, whatever is 
done the growth of an Altona spirit depends 
on each of its citizens:
